‘Smart Lab’ 


New school program wins praise

The recently created 
“Smart Lab 2000” at Ro- 
mulus Middle School is not 
only exposing students to 15 
different modern technolo- 
gies today, it is creating mar- 
ketable skills for youth at a 
very young age. 

Instructor John Juriga, 
who has spent 25 years work- 
ing as a shop teacher, feels 
totally transformed in his 
new role with the Smart Lab 
technologies. 

“We are one of only 160 
schools across the U.S. with 
this capability to offer 
classes for middle school 
through university graduate 
students. We were the first in 
Michigan to have the Smart 
Lab operational,” Juriga 
said. 

“Like adults, our students 
don’t enjoy surprises in this 
20-week tech program and 
thus the week by week pro- 
gram is explained to them in 
detail the first week of their 
studies,” Juriga said. 


Thirty students (working 
in pairs) take part in each 
class session, Juriga said, 
and six sessions are con- 
ducted daily. Each student is 
given a personal software 
disc and portfolio which can 
be taken to school. 

“The amazing element of 
the class structure is that 
students can make mistakes 
in every level of the projects 
and still earn an A+,” he 
said, “as class members 
learn through their mistakes 
also. They also are happy 
there is no homework.” 

The Smart Lab also can 
team up gifted students on 
more advanced projects, so 
that no time is lost and all 
level of students can work at 
the peak of their own effi- 
ciences,” Juriga said. 

Since 15 different technol- 
ogy opportunities are avail- 
able here, no one becomes 
bored for very- long, he said. 

In addition the creators of 
the software programs are 
constantly updating and re- 
fining the programs through 


information they receive 
from class instructors such 
as me, Juriga said. 

Students can create min- 
iature bridges testing stress 
levels and new car styles fea- 
turing either speed or fuel 
savings, Juriga said. The pro- 
gram even offers wind tun- 
nels that allow students to 
study such things as wind 
pressure on vehicles or even 
the motion of a curve ball in 
simulated sports events. 

“We have attracted over 
300 visitors already this year, 
many of them from other 
states or countries such as 
Saudi Arabia and Thailand,” 
he said. “In addition Eastern 
Michign University plans to 
hold classes here this sum- 
mer, since even their facili- 
ties lacks such advanced 
year 2000 technology.” 

Art McPharlin, adminis- 
trative assistant to Superin- 
tendent Dr. William Bedell, 
stressed this is a fulfillment 
of the school millage pack-

Blaze damages church, 
services move outside

A fire of undetermined 
cause heavily damaged the Ro- 
mulus Church of God of Proph- 
ecy building early Saturday, 
forcing the congregation to 
conduct Sunday worship ser- 
vices outdoors last week. 

Pastor David Riggs said he 
discovered his church build- 
ing in flames about 7:45 a.m. 
Saturday, as he was approach- 
ing the 45-50 year old building 
for Saturday preparation ac- 
tivities. 

“The firemen were already 
fighting the fire,” Riggs said. 
Later he witnessed part of the 
roof collapse. 


Romulus Fire Chief William 
Greenslait reported the fire 
started in the church base- 
ment shortly before 6 a.m., but 
the cause remains undeter- 
mined at this time. 

A kitchen and fellowship 
hall are located in the base- 
ment, Riggs said. 

In addition to the heavy 
structural damage, Riggs said, 
the piano, organ, pews and 
other church equipment were 
destroyed or heavily damaged. 

A Sunday School addition 
that was built in 1975 survived 
the blaze, but sustained heavy 
smoke damage, Riggs said. 

Riggs and his 93-member 
congregation are busy looking 
for a temporary church site 


anywhere within about five 
miles of its current 7201 
Kempa Street location. 

“The temporary building we 
are seeking has to be able to 
hold 100-150 persons in a sanc- 
tuary style room and also have 
space for a number of other 
rooms for Sunday school 
classes and church offices,” he 
said. 

Riggs said his congregation 
has been offered some shared 
use facilities by other 
churches, but “with summer 
Vacation Bible School pro- 
grams and other activities 
coming soon, we would rather 
rent a facility for the transition

Anti-gang plans unveiled

Romulus Police Chief Bob 
Brown, noting that only total 
community action will help lo- 
cal police in their battle 
against crime, has announced 
plans to kick off two new pro- 
grams this summer to fight 
youth violence and plans two 
others later in the year to cur- 
tail other criminal activities. 

Brown recently informed 
Mayor Beverly McAnally that 
current Drug Awareness Re- 
sistance Education (DARE) of- 
ficer John Leacher will be 
attending a free five-day, anti- 
gang training session spon- 
sored by the Bureau of Alco- 
hol, Tobacco and Firearms 
this June at the Federal Law 
Enforcement Training Center 
in Glen Cove, Va. 

While the week-long train- 
ing session is offered free, the 
city of Romulus will have to 
pay for Leacher’s transporta- 
tion to Virginia and for his liv- 
ing expenses while there. 

“DARE has already pro- 
vided a solid platform for rela- 
tionships between parents, 
children, the schools and this

department,” Brown said. “I 
would like to introduce city 
residents to a new program 
that instructs children to resist 
gang activity and involvement. 

“The program is called 


Gang Resistance Education 
and Training (GREAT) and is 
aimed at the middle school age 
group. GREAT supplies the 
same positive contacts with 
emphasis on conflict resolu 
tion, cultural sensitivity, preju- 
dice reduction, personal and 
community responsibility and 
goal setting,” Brown said. 

The chief said “built into 
the program is a summer activ- 
ity and education component, 
which will blend very nicely 
into the city’s Recreation 
Department-sponsored pro- 
gram for children.” 

If the summer program can- 
not be put on line this summer, 
we will add it next summer, 
Brown said. 

The second program will be 
a criminal penalty diversion 
program that will include 
Youth Officer Rosemary Coo- 
per, a 16-week program of 
counseling, group therapy and 
mentoring by local adult vol- 
unteers. 

Cooper explained that cer- 
tain youth offenders, who are 
apprehended for non-violent 
and non-repetitive violations.

Aide’s pay increase debated

A past salary hike for Betsy

McAnally said Krampitz’s 
role was changed this past 
year and she took on much 
more responsibility. 

“In addition she surren- 
dered 17 personal days with 
her change in job classifica- 
tion,” the mayor said. 

All agreed Krampitz does a 
quality job coordinating activ- 
ities in McAnally’s office and 
filling in for the mayor when 
she is out of the office. 

Councilman Ellis Pen- 
nington stated “when the 
mayor is out, Betsy steps up 
and fills in magnificently. In 
fact we get as much done when 


the mayor is in the office or 
when Betsy is filling in.” 

McAnally broke into laugh- 
ter, but countered “I don’t 
know about that!” 

Raspberry continued to 
press the values of Deputy City 
Clerk Pam Kersey and Deputy 
Treasurer Carolyn Smith, cit- 
ing the fact they often fill in for 
their bosses, but have not got- 
ten the $4,000-$5,000 raise that 
Krampitz has. 

“I don’t understand it Pete 
(Bergeron), the council is will- 
ing to approve a quarter of a 
million dollars for lawyers, but 
won’t give these valued depu- 
ties peanuts,” Raspberry com- 
plained. 

Bergeron quipped “Jimmie, 
Jimmie, I agree. I didn’t vote 
for the last lawyers’ budget 
resolution.” 

“Will they (the two office 
deputies) also be willing to 
give up 17 personal days?” the 
mayor questioned. 

Raspberry continued “I’m 
not asking you to take a dime 
away from Betsy, just be fair 
with the others." 

McAnally stated bluntly “I 
don’t apologize in any way for 
Betsy’s raise, she has earned it 
with her quality work and her 
skills of confidentiality. If you 
want to give the others raises 


that is up to you.” 

The debate over the salary 
hikes will continue at the May 
2 meeting. 

In addition Bergeron has

will be considered eligible for 
this special program.

An accused “stone faced” 
gunman and his alleged part-

The pair include Charles 
Douglas Scott, 33, of Detroit, 
the accused gunman in the 
killing of Elwin A. Lillie, 54, of 
Evart, and Isaac Collier Jr., 26, 
also of Detroit, a co-murder de- 
fendant, who also is accused of 
carjacking an Inkster woman’s 
car after the murder. 

Smith called 10 witnesses in 
the morning and afternoon 
sessions last Wednesday, in- 
cluding several eyewitnesses

Romulus 34th District Chief 
Judge Felix Rogalle totally de- 
nied last Thursday that the 
three district judges have 
leased vehicles in the past two 
years. 

Rogalle speaking before the 
District Control Unit of the 
34th District Court said, “no 
leasing has occurred, not for 
one minute, no matter what it 
has said in the area press in 
the past year.”

Judge denies cars 
are leased by court 
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Officer succumbs to battle with cancer

Tina Bertschinger will be 
remembered by her co- 
workers at the Westland Police 
Department as a fighter. 

Miss Bertschinger, 29, lost 
her battle with cancer early 
Sunday morning at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan Hospital in 
Ann Arbor after a one-year, 
three-day battle with the dis- 
ease. 

“She has made an impres- 
sion on everyone with the fight 
against her illness. She had a 
lot of determination. She’ll be 
remembered for the fight she 
put up,” Westland Police Chief 
Emery Price said. “... and the 
smile on her face,” Westland 
police Sgt. Peter Brokas ad- 
ded. 

Miss Bertschinger was 
rushed to the hospital by am- 
bulance late Friday afternoon 
after suffering several sei- 
zures. The last one at 2 a.m. 


Sunday was fatal. 

“She had three seizures at 
home and two more in emer- 
gency and one Sunday morn- 
ing when her heart stopped,” 
her mother Rita Bertschinger 
said. 

Through her battle, Miss 
Bertschinger had undergone 
open heart surgery for cancer 
in her heart a heart transplant 
to replace the diseased organ 
and brain surgery to remove a 
tumor. She suffered two 
strokes and was being treated 
with radiation for a brain le- 
sion when she became weak 
two weeks ago and eventually 
began having seizures, 
Bertschinger said. 

“She was undergoing radia- 
tion and was getting ready to 
start again, but she never got 
that far,” Bertschinger said. 

Bertschinger added that her 
daughter’s dream of becoming 
a police officer was granted 
when she was inducted into 
the Westland Police Depart- 


ment She only worked three 
months due to her illness, but 
Bertschinger said, "It was 
probably the happiest time of 
her whole life.” 

“This is what she lived for - 
to be a police officer,” 
Bertschinger said. 

Miss Bertschinger, a life- 
time Westland resident, was 
sworn into the Westland Police 
Department on Dec. 10, 1992. 
She became sick and following 
her recovery from surgeries, 
returned from October 1993 
through December 1993 when 
she fell ill again. 

The family is accepting do- 
nations for a special fund to 
support a K-9 police dog unit 
in Westland. Contributions can 
be sent in Miss Bertschinger’s 
name to her sister, Kathy 
Rehm, 34921 Parkdale, Liv- 
onia, 48150. 

“My daughter loved ani- 
mals. The K-9 unit was some- 
thing she was pushing for as a 
Westland officer, so we thought

Widow awarded $10.4 million

Boyfriend 
charged 
in death 

A 34-year-old Taylor man 
was arraigned on charges of 
first-degree murder last week

Police have identified the 
victim’s body as that of Tammy 
Lynn Davis, who was believed 
to have lived in Taylor with the 
accused killer on the 7100 
block of Wilkie Street, Cybert 
said. 

Westland police arrested 
Greenleaf at a friend’s home 
located on the 34000 block of 
Caseville Court around 10:45 
a.m. after Taylor police alerted 
area police departments to a 
possible homicide, Cybert 
said. 

Taylor police were in- 
formed of the possible homi- 
cide by a concrete business 
owner in Southgate who said 
his Taylor employee tele- 
phoned him around 6 a.m. ask- 
ing if he could pick up his 
check because he had just 
killed his girlfriend and 
needed to leave town, Cybert 
said. 

“It sounds like he made a 
call to the business owner af- 
ter a while and drove to West- 
land,” Cybert said. 

After investigating near the 
Wilkie Street home and 
around the Southgate busi- 
ness, Taylor police were called 
by Westland police and in- 
formed that a suspect had just 
been arrested. 

Westland police located the 
victim s body outside the Case- 
ville Court address, after a 
friend of Greenleaf called po- 
lice to inform them the alleged 
perpetrator came to his home 
and notified him that he had 
an argument with the woman 
around 4:30 a.m. and he stran- 
gled her to death. Cybert said.

the toxic smoke that ultimately 
killed seven of the 11 family 
members. 

Today, Dell’Orco spends her 
days helping her three surviv- 
ing children deal with the acci- 
dent and campaigning to 
establish a consumer hotline 
regarding Christmas lights.

Local optician offers hints 
for viewing solar eclipse

Sightseeing has never been 
as dangerous as it will be at 
1:12 p.m. May 10. 

Without the proper precau- 
tions, area residents attempt- 
ing to catch a glimpse of the 
annular eclipse saros cycle 128 
could receive permanent dam- 
age to the retinas of their eyes 
said Dr. Tom Cassidy, optician 
at the Vision Center of Canton 
Township. Looking directly at 


the sun allows invisible rays to 
painlessly burn the retina 
causing solar retinopathy. 

“After an eclipse in 1970, 
data showed 145 people re- 
ceived burns to the retina,” 
said Cassidy. “Sixty percent 
looked directly at the sun 
while 40-percent used some 
type of sunglasses.” 

Annular eclipses occur 
when the moon is aligned in 
front of the sun at a distance 
from earth too great to com- 
pletely cover the rays of the 


sun. The result is a bright ring 
of sunlight surrounding the 
dark disc of the moon. 

Cassidy recommends that 
people do not attempt to view 
the eclipse of the sun through 
smoked glass, sunglasses, pho- 
tographic film, welder’s gog- 
gles or photographic filters. 
“All are unsafe,” he said, “and 
viewing an eclipse directly 
through binoculars or a tele- 
scope is even worse, as they 
magnify and intensify the sun’s 
rays.” 

The American Optometric 
Association has devised a pro- 
tective sunseope for the event 
made from an oblong box, 
white paper, aluminum foil 
and tape. 

“It only takes about 15 min- 
utes to make,” said Cassidy, 
“and if I can make it, anyone 
can do it.” 

People are instructed to fas- 
ten a piece of white paper over 
one of the inside box ends. On 
the opposite end, a 1-inch hole 
should be cut and covered 
with a piece of aluminum foil. 
Make a pinhole in the center of 
the foil. To finish the sunseope, 
cut a hole somewhat larger 
than your head in the bottom 
of the box, so that the box can 
slip easily over the head. Make 
sure all light leaks are sealed 
with black tape or paper. 

To use the sunseope for 
viewing, Cassidy said you must 
stand with your back to the 
sun, the box over your head, 
and look at the image pro- 
jected through the pinhole 
onto the white paper. 

The sunseope, proven to be 
safe and effective, is used by 
many college or university as- 
tronomy departments, astron- 
omy clubs, planetariums and 
science museums said the op- 
tician. 

Cassidy has informed local 
businesses, schools and resi- 
dents about the eclipse and 
the dangers of viewing it with- 
out the proper equipment. 
Anyone having questions 
about the sunseope is encour- 
aged to contact the Canton Vi- 
sion Center on Ford Road at 
981-2700.

A threat to all 

For the past two weeks, members of the Inkster police 
department have stood accused of an unprovoked assault 
and brutal beating of a man taken into custody. 

The officers were innocent of the charges. 

But, until a witness came forward, and admitted that the 
beating had been suffered at her hand, not through any 
action of any police officer, there were many in the city 
and throughout the community who believed, without a 
doubt, that this man had suffered the injustice and insult 
which he claimed. 

Civic activists and civil rights supporters went so far as 
to demand the resignation of the chief of police and picket 
the department headquarters. There were outcries and 
accusations at the city council meetings and the mayor was 
subjected to his share of criticism for his refusal to take 
immediate punitive action based on the man’s unproven 
allegations. 

In short, the very men charged with the protection of the 
rights of others were stripped of theirs and tried and con- 
victed before the First evidence was heard in the court. 

That seems a reflection of the poor light in which all law 
officers were cast with the beating of motorist Rodney 
King in California. From that incident, the very perception 
of law enforcement officers has suffered and each of them 
lives with the doubt cast upon their reputation and their 
credibility by the horrors witnessed by millions who saw 
the videotaped attack on King. 

But, we all need to exercise caution in using this inci- 
dent as a benchmark for measuring the believability of 
police officers or suspects. Our judicial system provides 
that each of us be considered and treated as innocent until 
proven guilty of any crime. 

That is a premise, it seems, buried too deeply and for- 
gotten too easily in our society today, where we all wit- 
nessed the actions of the police in the King incident. 

But it is a basic tenet of our system-and our system is 
unquestionably the finest in the world. And it is the finest 
because it is based on those principles and allows us the 
freedoms which we have begun to take for granted and to 
abuse. 

Those who would damage that system, or attempt to take 
advantage of any flaws in it, damage each of us who live 
according to the rules prescribed in our constitution. Any 
insult to the integrity of that system is shared, whether we 
realize it or not, by each of it. Our system is only as strong 
as our respect and belief in it, and our dedication to pro- 
tecting the integrity built into it. 

We need to respect and protect the principles on which 
it was founded as we would fight to protect our reputation 
and name if we were the accused. To damage the system, 
no matter how little, is an erosion and violation we all 
suffer. 

A worthy effort 

At a point in history where random acts of violence are 
more commonplace that they are unexpected, it is refresh- 
ing to learn that some individuals in the community are 
setting aside a week to carry out Random Acts of Kindness. 

The week, designed for this worthy endeavor, is April 23 
through May 1. 

We learned from area residents that the idea evolved 
from a television talk show and has been adopted by many 
groups dedicated to ending the violence that permeates 
our society. 

Participants will be wearing purple ribbons to indicate 
that they respect life and are opposed to violence in our 
neighborhoods, workplaces and in the community. Even 
without a purple ribbon, those observing Random Acts of 
Kindness Week should be easily identified by their deeds. 

Be on guard, during the days between April 23 and May 
1, individuals may pay you an unsolicited compliment, 
pick up the tab on your coffee break, present you with a 
bouquet of flowers, hold the door open for you, bring in a 
box of doughnuts for the office staff or give you a parking 
space in a crowded lot. 

Hopefully, if we are the recipients of one of these ran- 
dom acts of kindness, we will be prompted to, not only 
convey our thanks, but be inspired to reply in kind. 

If so, who knows how many acts of kindness could result. 
Could we hope that they might exceed the random acts of 
violence with which we are all too familiar?

Representative 
announces end 
of term 

To the editor: 

When I was a candidate for 
State Representative in 1992, I 
was asked my opinion about 
term limitations for state rep- 
resentatives. 

At that time, I stated that I 
opposed term limitations, how- 
ever, if the voters wanted term 
limitations it was my opinion 
that 12 years not six years 
should be the limitation for 
state representatives. 

I developed my opinion in 
support of a 12-year limit by 
comparing my own experi- 
ences with those of former 
State Representative Tom 
Brown. After 12 outstanding 
years in Lansing, Representa- 
tive Brown chose not to run for 
re-election. When I reviewed 
what I had accomplished in my 
first six years as a representa- 
tive, I felt in 1992, and I still 
feel, that a representative does 
not really have much influ- 
ence in Lansing until after five 
or six years. 

After expressing that opin- 
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ion in 1992, and even though 
under the term limitations 
amendment I could continue 
to serve through 1998, 1 made a 
personal decision that if voters 
approved the term limitations 
ballot proposal, I would not be 
a candidate for state represen- 
tative after serving 12 years. 

I hope that my action will 
encourage the writing of a new 
ballot proposal that will give 
the voters an opportunity to 
change the term limits on state 
representatives from six years 
to 12 years. This would bring 
the term limitation in line with 
the limit of 12 years that are 
placed on U.S. Senators. 

Some of my accomplish- 
ments in Lansing include: 

1) A healthier Michigan 
through my cosponsorship of 
the Indoor Clean- air Act, my 
work on tougher drunk driver 
laws, and prescription bene- 
fits for poor senior citizens; 

2) Cutting the state bureau- 
cracy by sponsoring laws that 
allow double-bunking in 
county jails and giving control 
of local jails to local police de- 
partments; 

3) My successful fight to 
keep a state prison out of West- 
land; 

4) My sponsorship of the 
Crime Forfeiture law; 

5) My sponsorship of several 
early-out programs for em- 
ployees to cut the state work- 
force without massive layoffs; 

6) State aid for local public 
education and the City of West- 
land; 

7) Being chief sponsor of the

8) My office staffs fine work 
on constituent problems.

In the modem world of in- 
formation, books are fre- 
quently hopelessly out of date 
within a few months of being 
printed. Even the best munici- 
pal libraries are increasingly 
nothing but sad collections of 
obsolete books that can be 
found on the discount tables in 
any of our book retailing super 
stores. 

Alternate sources of infor- 
mation are already multiply- 
ing faster than our ability to 
absorb that information. One 
hundred channel cable televi- 
sion is already here - 500 ca- 
ble television is coming. Home 
computers that network with 
other computers and with data 
bases world wide are avail- 
able now. 

Additionally, the CD — ROM 
has revolutionized the way in- 
formation is disseminated un- 
like anything since 
Guttenberg’s invention of 
moveable type Even “move- 
able” type has been made ob- 
solete by the computer disk 
and the laser printer. 

Further, the mass retailing 
of low-priced paperback edi- 
tions in every catagory of book 
can not be ignored. For those 
who are interested, incredibly 
cheap used books are avail- 
able to suit every taste. Unlike 
the 19th century, today few 
people are too poor to buy 
books if they really want them. 

I propose the following 
much cheaper and more real- 
istic alternative to an expen- 
sive 19th century style public 
library. The city should estab- 
lish a large, well lighted read- 
ing and study area with an 
attached non-circulating refer- 
ence room equipped with state 
of the art computers and 
printers capable of networking 
with outside date bases. 

While libraries may be ob- 
solete - thinking, reading, 
studying and working is not ob- 
solete.

So don’t let the politicians 
waste our tax money on an ex- 
pensive 19th century style 
horse and buggy library. In- 
stead insist on a 21st century 
“Information and Study Cen- 
ter” that we can adapt to the 
coming information super 
highway. It will be much 
cheaper in the long run and 
will better serve the needs of 
the public.

Health care needs 
quality assessment

As a nurse, mother of a 
school-age child, and health 
care consumer, I have been 
following the debate over 
health care reform with great 
interest. I am concerned that 
current working proposals do 
not include a way to monitor 
the quality of the services that 
are provided. I have worked 
for Michigan Peer Review Or- 
ganization (MPRO) for the past 
eight years. MPRO conducts 
medical peer review for Medi- 
care and Medicaid and I have 
seen first hand how important 
this review is to the quality of 
health care in Michigan and 
nationwide. External review 
and provision of feedback is 
also important to assuring that 
services are truly medically 
necessary and appropriate. 

MPRO also evaluates data 
for broad patterns of care and 
measures the outcomes from 
the care. When we identity 
practices that vary from those 
with the best outcomes, we 
work with the health care com- 
munity to improve perfor- 
mance. As an independent 
third part, MPRO is able to an- 
alyze this type of data and pro- 
vide objective feedback to 
health care providers. 

I would like to see a provi- 
sion for state-based quality im- 
provementorganizations in the 
health care reform package. 
The organizations would act as 
consumer advocates through 
the evaluation of the quality of 
services, the provision of infor- 
mation to the community and 
through working with physi- 
cians and health care facilities 
to improve quality. The organi- 
zation would also be in a posi- 
tion to evaluate consumer 
complaints and concerns as an 
unbiased third party.

It’s the year 2022. A ruthless 
prison warden has created the 
ultimate solution for his most 
troublesome and violent in 
mates: Absolom, a secret jun 
gle island where prisoners are 
abandoned and left to die. 

And that begins the story of 
the upcoming action packed 
production No Escape starring 
Ray Liotta which opens this 
week at all local theaters. 

Liotta, a seasoned actor, has 
starred in popular movies 
such as Field of Dreams, Good- 
fellas, Unlawful Entry and Arti- 
cle 99. 

In No Escape he portrays 
Marine Capt. John Robbins 
who is convicted of murdering 
a commanding officer. Ab- 
solom means no escape, no 


hope and almost no chance of 
survival. 

Liotta said the Robbins 
characters was one of the more 
challenging roles in his film 
career. 

“It was challenging in the 
sense of the action I had to do," 
Liotta said. “There was some 
good emotion in it. It’s an ac- 
tion movie, but it’s more char- 
acter driven.” 

Liotta said he lost quite a 
bit of weight to prepare for all 
of the demanding physical 


scenes which included fight- 
ing, running and trying to es- 
cape from hundreds of other 
prisoners in the movie. 

“I was like 22 or 23 percent 
body fat before I started the 
movie, and then I went down to 
only 12 percent body fat," Lio- 
tta said. “I was really lean. I 
went on a diet. It was hard 
work In fact, it was a pain in 
the butt." 

Usually Liotta said he nas to 
put on weight for a movie such 
as in Field of Dreams or Domin- 


ick and Eugene. 

Shot in the middle of the 
rain forest in Australia, Liotta 
said he would get up every 
morning before a shoot and 
run with his trainer. 

“We would start a shoot 
about 3 a.m. or 4 a.m.," Liotta 
said. “I would get up two hours 
before I had to be on the set 
and run with my trainer. It was 
so dark my driver would have 
to leave his lights on and fol- 
low us down the road so we 
wouldn't trip or bump into a 
snake.” 

Filming began for No Escape 
May 17, 1993. It took 12 weeks 
to complete the shoot which 
took place in Queensland and 
New South Whales. Australia. 

The locations provided the 
lush jungle landscape, tropical

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rain forests, dramatic cliffs 
and sea needed for the screen 
adaptation of Richard Herley’s 
1988 British science fiction ad- 
venture novel The Penal Col- 
ony, a story of condemned men 
forced to find meaning in lives 
that have been reduced to 
their barest existence. 

“We were literally in the 
middle of the rain forest,” Lio- 
tta said. “We had to travel 
about a 1/2 hour off the regular 
road, down dirt roads to just 
get to the set. Conditions 
where w r e shot were horrible 
but great because they pro- 
vided that additional edge to 
the movie. 

“Also, it was the winter time 
which meant it wasn’t suppose 
to rain, however, it rained al- 
most every day. So, there was 
just tons of mud There was 
probably six or seven inches 
worth of mud.” 

Liotta said in order for the 


actors to get their traction to 
complete the physical aspects 
of the movie, grass had to be 
placed over the soggy ground. 

A native of New Jersey, Lio- 
tta began acting at the Univer- 
sity of Miami, appearing in 
stage productions of A Street- 
car Named Desire, The Taming 
of the Shrew Of Mice and Men 
and West Side Story. 

After graduating with a 
bachelor of fine arts degree, 
he moved to New York and 
landed a role on the NBC day- 
time drama Another World, 
playing the character of Joey 
Perrini for three years. He 
then became a series regular 
on the prime time shows Ca- 
sablanca and Our Family 
Honor. 

He said he enjoys acting 
and likes the challenge of por- 
traying characters. 

“Acting is a very unnatural 
thing,” Liotta said. “You’re 


Tornado season 
warnings are offered

Although the peak tornado 
season in Michigan is from 
June through August, it is not 
too early to prepare. Torna- 
does can occur at any time of 
the year, and their prime sea 
son in Michigan begins next 
month. 

“Because of tornado threats 
in the spring, we want to issue 
our warnings early so that peo- 
ple can be prepared for severe 
weather.” said Mark Perkins, 
Van Buren Township public 
safety director. “Tornadoes are 
most likely to occur between 3 
and 9 p.m.. but have been 
known to occur at all hours of 
the day and night. Most occur 
in Michigan in April through 
July.” 

During the week of March 25 
through April 2. Gov. John En- 
gler declared Severe Weather 
Awareness Week to alert state 
residents to the dangers of tor- 
nadoes, flash floods and other 
severe weather conditions. 

“The two most asked ques 
tions about severe weather is 
what is the difference between 
a tornado watch and a tornado 
warning." Perkins said “A tor 
nado watch means that condi- 


tions are right for 
development of a tornado. As 
that time, people should 
gather a first aid kit, flashlight 
and portable radio and pre- 
pare to take shelter. On the 
other hand, a tornado warning 
means that a tornado has been 
sighted nearby and everyone 
in the area should immediate 
action to find cover. 

“To prepare for a tornado, 
have emergency supplies on 
hand, keep a battery-operated 
radio, a flashlight and a supply 
of fresh batteries in a conve- 
nient place,” Perkins said. 
“Know the location of a desig- 
nated shelter in public facility. 
Most schools, public buildings 
“and shopping centers have 
such areas.” 

Perkins cautioned residents 
to stay away from doors, win- 
dows and outside walls in the 
event of a tornado. 

“In homes and small build- 
ings, go to the basement or to 
an interior part on the lowest 
level, and get under something 
sturdy,” Perkins said. “If a tor 
nado strikes while you are in a 
mobile homes or vehicle, leave 
them and go to the nearest 
shelter. If there isn't a shelter 
close by, lie in the nearest 
ditch and shield your head 
with vour arms.”

Historic Greenfield Village store back in business 


Operating under a new 
‘“old” name, the J.R. Jones 

• General Store us back in busi- 
ness this week at historic 
Greenfield Village in Dear- 
born. 

i » 

Formerly known as the 
Elias Brown General Store, 
.the building has been closed 
to visitors for more two years 
while research and conserva- 
tion of the building and its ar- 
tifacts has taken place. 

• “The store inventory was so 
-eclectic, we weren’t able to tell 
*a clear story,” said curator 

• Donna Braden. “To confuse 
matter more, the building 
came from one place, the sign 
from another and the stock 


from at least nine different 
stores.” 

In order to develop a fo- 
cused program, the store 
needed to be put into the con- 
text of a specific time and 
place. Since the biggest arti- 
fact - the building - was from 
Waterford, the place was 
quickly and easily determined. 
The time period was set in the 
1880s, because that was a pivo- 
tal time in the consumer cul- 
ture, and, also because the 
owner between 1882 and 1888 
kept the most solid documen- 
tation. 

“The store will appear as it 
might have in 1886, a time 
when James R. Jones had the 
only operating telephone 


town. The shelves will be lined 
with products of the time, from 
corsets and canned goods to 
cow bells and Coe’s Dyspepsia 
Cure,” she said. 

Currently, Louisville Slug- 


ger baseball bats, fishing 
equipment and canned goods 
are prominently displayed in 
the front window. Community 
notices are posted on the 
walls, and salt pork, pickle and 


sugar barrels are lined up on 
the floor. 

In addition, hundreds of 
products from stove polish and 
bolts of cloth to shaving mugs 
and kerosene lamps are ar- 


ranged for the 1880s consumer. 

The general store is one of 
80 historic structures show- 
cased in Greenfield Village, 
the 81-acre outdoor museum in 
Dearborn.

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Competency hearing set in 
bludgeoning death of wife

A Westland man, charged 
with first degree murder in the 
bludgeoning death of his 47- 
year-old wife, faces a compe- 
tency hearing before Detroit 
Recorder’s Judge Helen 
Brown on June 16.. 

Paul Thomas Cramer. 48. 
told Westland police officers 
he killed his wife by beating 
her about the head with a 
wooden baseball bat as she 
slept in their family home dur- 
ing the early morning hours on 
March 29, according to West- 
land police Sgt. Marc Stobbe. 

Paulette Cramer was al- 
legedly beaten as she lay in 
the couple’s bed sleeping 
around 2 a.m. Mrs. Cramer was 
pronounced dead later that 
morning at Garden City Hospi- 
tal of head injuries. 

According to Wayne County 
medical examiner Dr. Sawait 
Kanluen, whose autopsy re- 
port was read into the court re- 
cord, the 120-pound victim 
died of at least three blunt 


force injuries to the head. 

Cramer, who was not per- 
mitted bail, faces up to life im- 
prisonment if convicted. 

The couple's daughter, Pam- 
ela Cramer, was inside the 
family home located on the 
32000 block of Sandra Lane 
when the alleged bludgeoning 
occurred. According to testi- 
mony taken during prelimi- 
nary examination in Westland 
18th District Court, the 25-year- 
old daughter heard “slamming 
noises” as she was laying in 
bed across the hall from the 
couple’s room. 

“I heard the garage door 
close and my dad’s truck leave. 
I said ‘something's not right,’” 
Cramer testified. 

When Cramer went to her 
parent’s bedroom to investi- 
gate she found her mother 
lying on thp hed with blood on 
her face. 

“I sorta did a double take. I 
saw something on her face, 
then I noticed it was blood,” 
she said. “She wasn’t breath- 
ing and didn’t have a pulse,” 
the daughter testified. 

The defendant drove di- 


rectly to the Westland Police 
Station and confessed to the 
crime. According to Stobbe, 
Cramer went to the front desk 
and held his hands in the air 
and said, “I surrender -- I just 
killed my wife.” 

Westland police officer 
Greg Angelosanto testified 
that after arresting the defen 
dant, Cramer said, "There’s no 
problem. You’ll find my finger- 
prints on the bat. You’d have to 
know- what’s going on to under- 
stand it.” 

According to Stobbe, 
Cramer suspected his wife of 
having an affair. However, 
Stobbe added, family and 
friends told police it was 
highly unlikely the woman was 
committing adultery because 
she was far to busy with her 
work. 

“He is a jealous man. There 
is no indication that she did 
that,” Stobbe said 

Stobbe added that Cramer 
was sent home from his job as 
a tool mechanic at General Mo- 
tors Hydra Matic plant in Yp- 
silanti the previous morning 
when he broke down crying.

Trustees accept president’s resignation

When the Wayne County 
Community College (WCCC) 
Board of Trustees met last 
week, the major item on its 
agenda was the resignation of 
WCCC President Rafael Cor- 
tada. 

“The meeting held no sur- 
prises,” said Ted Scott, District 
9 trustee. “Dr. Cortada’s resig- 
nation was accepted, and he 
will be with us until July 10.” 

Cortada, who has headed 
WCCC since 1990, has accepted 
the presidency of Central Ohio 
Technical College and the post 
of director dean of the Newark 
Campus of Ohio State Univer 
sity. Both educational institu- 
tions share the same campus. 

“As I have said many times 
before, it is with deep regret 


that I view his resignation,” 
Scott said. 

Scott said a special meeting 
will be scheduled to put to- 
gether guidelines for the selec- 
tion of a new president. 

“We’ll probably use a simi- 
lar format to that which we 
used to select Dr. Cortada. It 
worked well last time.,” Scott 
said. 

The trustee said he will 
seek to have more input from 
western Wayne County in the 
process. 

Five names will be submit- 
ted from each trustee and then 
the top eight candidates from 
those nominees will be evalu- 
ated by the board of trustees 
along with others who submit 
applications for the position. 

Also on the agenda was the 
rental of three additional 
tractor-trailer units for the 


semi-driving program at the 
WCCC Western Center. 

“The board approval the 
rentals, and this will allow us 
to expand our program by 60 
students," Scott said. “The 
truck driving school has been 
a very successful program. It 
has provided a sound service 
for our students and many jobs 
for the graduates.” 

On the other hand, Scott 
said, a golfing program at a 
cost of $150,000 was tabled. 

“I don’t feel the golf pro- 
gram is within the realm of our 
objectives for the college,” 
said Scott. “I don’t believe we 
can begin a program like this 
when we are not fulfilling the 
other needs of the college. It’s 
nice, but it doesn’t answer the 
needs of Detroit and western 
Wayne County.”

Man found 
guilty in beating 

A 48-year-old Inkster man was 
found guilty of assault with the in- 
tent to do great bodily harm during 
a trial conducted last week in Re- 
corder Court 

The defendant, Andrew Parham, 
waived his right to a jury trial and 
allowed Judge C. Kaufman to weigh 
the evidence and determine his 
fate.

"The de- 
fendant had apparently invited the 
victim to his house and after an ar- 
gument, he picked up a wooden coat 
hanger and struck her in the eyes 
and across the lip after she appar- 
ently refused his sexual advances.” 

Givens said that the court has not 
set a sentencing date. However, Par- 
ham could receive up to 10 years.

Malaniak said. 


The man. later identified as David R. Barron, 
37, currently of Taylor, was nabbed by uniform 
police as he tried to hide in the tall grass. 

Malaniak said it later was found there was an 
outstanding warrant for Barron for escaping from 
a half-way house. He also was charged with two 
counts of unarmed robbery. 

His girlfriend, Bonnie L. Borgh, also of Taylor, 
was charged with two counts of unarmed robbery. 
The other robbery the pair is charged with taking 
part in was at the same service station on March 
5. 

Both were arraigned before 34th District Court 
Judge Henry Zaborowski on Wednesday. Barron 
was ordered held in lieu of $100,000 cash bond. 
Borgh’s bail was set at $10,000 (10 percent). 

A preliminary hearing is slated at 9 a.m. May 4. 

Malaniak said Borgh would later cash in the 
winning lottery tickets, but they complained that 
the highest winning amount on any of the tickets 
was $25. 


On the job 

Work day visit 
provides mentor

“Have self-discipline, self-respect and set goals,” is the 
advice that the new dean of the Western Center of Wayne 
County Community College (WCCC) shares with young 
people. 

When 13-year-old Leah Hoults, a Blanchette Middle 
School student, visited Dr. Hattie Johnson on Take Our 
Daughters to Work Day, she received a recipe for success 
from the new dean. 

“At the end of the season, new clothes will be out of 
style. A night out will be just be a memory the next day, 
but education is an investment, said Johnson. 

The dean counseled the young student to study one to 
two hours every day and to use a tape recorder to pre- 
serve notes and classroom lectures. 

“Play your tape back several times - the repetition will 
help you to learn. Also, make studying enjoyable by form- 
ing a study group with your friends,” the dean said. “Keep 
your grades up, and maintain a B average, at least.” 

Johnson cautioned the Inkster student and other 
young girls to do what is best for themselves, not what 
their boyfriends want them to do. 

“I’m telling you this just as I would tell a daughter of 
mine,” Johnson said. 

She advised Leah to identify her interests and to take 
an aptitude test to determine her strongest skills. 

“Find a mentor - someone like myself - who can point 
out the pitfalls and provide guidance,” said Johnson. “It 
is important to set goals, and then to take steps to fulfill 
them.” 

Johnson said she knew as a young girl growing up in 
North Carolina that she wanted more than to work on a 
farm and raise a family. 

“My family encouraged me to go to college, and from 
my earliest memories I set my sights on a college educa- 
tion,” said Johnson, a Winston-Salem State University 
graduate. 

She graduated second out of a class of 22 in the nursing 
program and worked as a nurse for three years before

becoming a nursing instructor. She received a master’s 
degree from Catholic University of America and later 
earned her doctorate in higher education and adminis- 
tration from the Virginia Polytechnic Institute and State 
University.

Ex-official charged with tax evasion

For the second time in three months, a former Romulus 
34th District Court Administrator lias been brought up on 
charges following an extensive audit and criminal investi- 
gation by State Attorney General Frank J. Kelley and Di 
rector of the Michigan State Police Col. Michael D. 
Robinson. 

Charles E. Walls, who served as court administrator from 
1969 to 1987, has been charged in Kelleys complaint with 
failing to report income he received from the court for 
bookkeeping services. 

Kelley stated, “The under reporting of income resulted 
in underpayment of Michigan income tax." Kelley is seek 
ing restitution of more than $11,000 in Walls’ unpaid taxes 

Kelley reports Walls has pleaded guilty to one count of 
income tax evasion at Recorders Court in Detroit. 

The charge against Walls and the subsequent plea is a 
result of audits conducted by the state court administra- 
tor's office and the investigation into missing court funds. 

The investigation revealed evidence that Walls had re- 
ceived money from the court made out to ABS (Ann’s Busi- 
ness Service), a business operated by Walls and his now 
deceased wife. 

Kelley explained that Walls was apparently performing 
bookkeeping services for the court, while he was employed 
as a court administrator and failed to report the income on

liis Michigan income tax returns. 

He now faces maximum penalties of five years in prison 
and/or fines of $5,000. 

This February Kelley also charged Wall’s successor, 
Nancy Schuette, with three counts of embezzlement or 
court funds totalling more than $270,000. while she served 
as administrator from 1987 until 1993. She resigned after 
being suspended for six months. Those charges are still 
pending. 

Kelley said "those who fail to report income on their tax 
forms aie playing a losing game. When the omission is 
discovered the taxpayer ends up paying substantial fines, 
penalties and interest. 

“I hope that this prosecution and guilty plea will help 
discourage others, who might entertain the notion of trying 
to get away with dishonest reporting,” Kelley concluded. 


Millions 
awarded 
to widow

Canton Township Lt. Will- 
iam Lenaghan was among the 
many area residents relieved 
to hear Debra Dell’Oreo had 
won a $10.4 million dollar set- 
tlement in connection with a 
fire that claimed the lives of 
her husband and six children. 
Although the money could not 
bring back the lives of loved 
ones, he said it would offer 
them some type of future. 

Lenaghan remembered the 
night of Dec. 22, 1990 as one of 
the worst tragedies he has ever 
seen. 

“It was probably the worst 
I’ve seen in 31 years,” he said. 
“I know it’ll be with me till I 
go. 

The 911 call came in just be- 
fore midnight, Lenaghan said, 
summoning between 10 and 15 
firefighters from fire station 
one. Over the next hour, addi- 
tional firefighters and police 
officers joined the scene at 
43405 Proctor Road, east of 
Sheldon. 

“I arrived with the second 
group of people,” said the offi- 
cer. “The fire at that point was 
coming out of both the kitchen 
and family room like a blast 
furnace.” 

Firefighters and police offi- 
cers attempted to rescue occu- 
pants of the house, but were 
forced out because of the in- 
tense fiames and amount of 
smoke. 

“1 was really impressed 
with the dedication of the fire- 
men.” said Lenaghan, “they 
went in despite the flames. 
Two firefighters came out of 
the house with their jackets 
burning, but they were unable 
to reach the children.” 

Dell’Orco and the couple’s 
6-year-old son were the only 
two who survived the fire. 
Jimmy and Kelly, the two el- 
dest children, were not home 
at the time of the incident, but 
arrived while local authorities 
were on the scene.

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Man faces first-degree murder charge in girlfriend's death

A 34-year-old Taylor man, 
who was arrested by Westland 
police in the strangulation 
death of his 30-year-old girl 
friend, was bound over to the 
Frank Murphy Hall of Justice 
in Detroit for trial. 

Bret Thomas Greenleaf, 
who is being held without 
bond, was charged with first- 
degree murder after Westland 
police arrested him April 18 
when the body of his live-in 
girlfriend Tammy Lynn Davis 
was found inside a 55-gallon 
drum in the bed of the defen- 
dant’s pickup truck, Taylor po- 
lice Commander Stan Cybert 
said. 

Greenleaf was bound over 
following a preliminary exam- 
ination in Taylor 23rd District 
Court on Wednesday before 
Judge Anthony Nicita. 

Taylor police were in- 
formed of the possible homi- 
cide by a concrete business 
owner in Southgateho said his 
Taylor employee telephoned 
him at 6 a.m. asking if he could 
pick up his check because he 
had just killed his girlfriend 
and needed to leave town, Cy- 
bert said. 

Westland police arrested 
Greenleaf at a friend’s home 
located on the 34000 block of 
Caseville Court at 10:45 a.m., 
Cybert said. Westland police 
officer Mark Engstrom was 
first to arrive at the scene and 
was directed to the victim’s 
body by Greenleaf’s attorney 
Robert Meston. 

“We had to remove a bag of 
concrete and garbage can lid 
from atop the barrel. The vic- 
tim was crouched in a vertical 
fetal position,” Engstrom said. 

Homeowner John Helton, 
who has known the defendant 
for nine years, testified that he 
was awakened by his wife that 
morning and notified that 
Greenleaf was at the location. 

“He was standing in the liv- 
ing room. He said John, I did it 
... I killed Tammy,” Helton tes- 
tified. 

Greenleaf then proceeded 
to tell Helton that the body of 
his live-in girlfriend of 13 
years was in the barrel. 

“I went outside and saw the 
barrel. I looked inside and 
found Tammy slummed over. I 
went back in the house ... I got 
sick,” Helton testified. 

Helton testified that Green- 
leaf told him he had an argu- 
ment with the victim and 
strangled her at the couple’s 
home located on the 7100 block 
of Wilkie Street in Taylor ear- 
lier that morning. 

Helton gave a statement to 
Taylor police concerning 
Greenleaf’s confession. At one 
point, Helton testified, the de- 


fendant asked that Davis' body 
be removed from the barrel so 
she can rest comfortably on 

the bed of the truck. 

“I choked my girlfriend. I 
tried to revive her. I want to 
die - without her I have noth 
ing,” Heltons statement read. 

The defendant took a per- 
scription drug overdose some- 
time Monday morning after the 
alleged murder, Cybert said. 


“He said he loved her very 
much and just destroyed the 
best thing in his life." Helton 
testified. 

Helton called Greenleaf’s 
father and Meston. who had 
served as Helton’s attorney 10 
years prior. 

“He arrived about five to 10 
minutes before the police. 
Meston advised him to turn 
himself in.” Helton said. 


Meston telephoned police 
and in the presence of Helton, 
his wife and another individ- 
ual Greenleaf also made con- 
fessions about the death to 
Meston. according to testi 
mony. 

Prosecuting attorney Maria 
Petito made a motion to dis- 
qualify Meston. who testified 
that he spoke with his client 
about the murder before po- 


lice arrested him. 

“He’s a material witness. It 
might effect his ability to 
cross-examine a witness,” Pe 
tito said. 

However Judge Anthony 
Nicita didn’t agree that he had 
the authority to remove Mes- 
ton from the case. 

“If the defense lawyer want 
to stick his neck out, it’s his de- 
cision. It’s between the lawyer 


and the bar association. I don’t 
know that I can stop a retained 
lawyer from representing his 
client,” Nicita said. 

“I don’t see how the court 
can stand by idly when the 
case could be overturned by 
the actions of defense coun- 
cil,” Petito added. 

However, Nicita replied, 
“This is not a trial. I can’t re- 
move him.”

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Students protest alumni presence at graduation

It wasn’t a question of build- 
ing bridges between genera- 
tions, but rather sharing a 
special moment in time. 

It wasn’t a question, either, 
of disrespect toward those who 
helped build Inkster High’s 
tradition or any protest against 
authority.

Once the word of the board 
action got around to the gradu- 
ating seniors, they balked. 


The snubbed seniors felt 
the board acted on an impor- 
tant event in their lives with- 
out consulting them. Long said. 

“They didn’t even ask us 
how we felt about this," said 
Tangela Gaines. “How would 
you have felt?" 

Lorenzo A. Moner, school 
board president, pointed out 
that the board acted on the 
item because “they felt it was 
something special - something 
special for both generations." 

The seniors agreed that it 
was a special occasion, and 
were willing to share the expe- 
riences - but on different days 
and nights. 

The seniors told the admin- 
istration that thev wanted the 
memories they shared over the 
past four years to be theirs, 
and they look upon the admin 


istration’s invitation as an act 
of intrusion on what was “their 
day”. 

Furthermore, the seniors 
approached the media, the 
mayor of the city of Inkster. Ed- 
ward Bivens Jr., and a host of 
faculty members to help argue 
their point. 

They have apparently have 
made their point. 

On Wednesday, the school 
board caved in and announced 
that the Class of 1994 will not 
have to share the limelight 
with the Class of 1944. 

“They have informed us that 
the members of the Class of 
1994 have decided to celebrate 
their Golden Anniversary on 
another day,” said Long. “I just 
hope people will realize that

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Wayne County mirrors President's job training vision 


Job training issues are now 
in the spotlight as a result of 
the proposed Re-employment 
Act of 1994 which will revamp 
the national unemployment 
system. 

Locally, Wayne County has 
taken a proactive approach to 
job training with the establish- 
ment of The Highland Park 
Job Center, the first state 
“One-Stop-Career Center.” 

The Highland Park Job Cen- 
ter combines the three major 
agencies that deal with putting 
people to work, from welfare 
departments to employment 
counselors for job seekers. 

The Wayne County Job Con- 
nection, The Michigan Em- 
ployment Security 
Commission (MESC) and the 
Department of Social Services 
work together to provide a 
unique mix of services all 
available under one roof, mak- 
ing it easier for the unem- 
ployed to get the job training, 
job placement assistance and 
the supportive services they 
need. 

“This is a state-of-the-art job 
training facility,” said Wayne 


County Executive Edward 
McNamara. “It is where the fu- 
ture of job training is headed. 
Its uniqueness lies in the fact 
that for the first time, three 
service agencies like this are 
in one central location, which 
eliminates the mnaround as- 
sociated with social service 
agencies and job training of- 
fices. 

“Combating unemployment 
is not an easy task, but when 
three agencies like this can 
work together, the results can 
be outstanding." 

At The Highland Park Job 
Center, The Wayne County Job 


Connection provides services 
to upgrade skills of people 
who may have never worked 
before or may be working to- 
ward becoming re-employed 
in a new career. 

MESC provides labor ex- 
change information and unem- 
ployment services. The 
Department of Social Services 
works with those on welfare 
and provides services that co- 
ordinate with customers’ goals 
of getting back to work, such as 
transportation and child care. 

“This represents a partner- 
ship for people,” said Ka- 
thleen Alessandro, executive 


director of the Wayne County 
Job Connection. “We have be- 
gun to rethink how we do busi- 
ness, and with the opening of 
this state-of-the-art career cen- 
ter, we have to put people 
first.” 

The Highland Park Job Cen 
ter assists the hard-to-serve 
population of Highland Park 
and Hamtramck, providing job 
training and job placement as- 
sistance. The services pro- 
vided are free to those who 
qualify and include basic re- 
mediation, skills development, 
computer experience, and job 
search skills. 


The Highland Park Job Cen- 
ter is located at 16480 Wood- 
ward. It is open daily from 8:30 
a.m. to 4:30 p.m. Monday 
through Friday. For informa-
